MAKES MEN BRONZE 


Paris, Nov. 20.—Dr. Doumer of 
tho French Academy of Medicine, in 
a report to the academy, states that 
it is now possible to make live men of 
bronze through the introduction into 
the human body of relatively trifling 
quantities of copper. 
At present Dr. 
Doumer is carrying out his experi­ 
ments in the >#*lief (hat copper has 
important therapeutical properties. 
Introduction of the mineral into the 
organism is made by means of a fee­ 
ble electric current passing through 
two electrodes moistened with a so­ 
lution of .sulphate of copper, placed 
just under the skin. 
It is possible to 
inject 
five or ten 
centigrammes of 
such a .solution every day, whereupon 
tho integuments rapidly takes on a 
bronzed hue.
